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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The amendment filed on January 13, 2002 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The instant application is deemed to be directed to a nonobvious improvement over the 
invention of Getts in patent application publication (US 2002/0051981 Al May 2, 2002). The 
improvement comprises the use of RNA sample directly in the method for determining the 
presence of a specific nucleotide sequence in an RNA reagent without the step of converting to 
cDNA prior to hybridization. Another improvement comprises a poly A tail serving as a 
common capture sequence in the methods of the present invention. These improvements provide 
an advancement in gene expression detection microarrays by significantly reducing the 
complexity and labor required to prepare the gene samples.
